Dear  Rabbi  Stern : 

I  hope  you  will  forgive  this  somewhat  belated  note  of  appreciation  for 
your  talk  at  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  on  January  14th. 
Despite  the  weather,  the  turnout  was  an  excellent  one,  which  is  a 
credit  to  both  you  and  the  subject.   You  are  the  last  one  who  needs 
to  be  told  about  the  interest  in  Jewish  roots,  and  I  am  sure  that  the 
members  of  the  audience  whom  you  introduced  were  most  pleased  by  their 
recognition. 

I  don't  think  that  I  shall  forget  the  discussion  period  when  Mr.  G°1<J***th 
stood  up  and  said  that  he  was  the  son  of  a  Civil  War  veteran.  That  kind 
of  tie  at  this  point  in  time  is  exciting,  and  I  plan  to  call  on  Mr. 
Goldsmith  in  the  very  near  future  for  an  interview. 

I  am  enclosing  a  translation  of  the  Alsbacher  document  which  lists  the 
company  of  emigrants  who  left  the  town  of  Unsleben  in  1839   The  ™st 
significant  pages  are  pages  45  and  46,  listing  the  8  adults  and  children 
who  left  during  that  time  period.  Our  records  locally  would  indicate 
that  the  Alsbacher,  llopfermann,  the  Thorman  brothers,  and  the  Rosenbaum 
families  came  to  Cleveland,  as  did  Regina  (or)  Reichel  Klein.   I,  at 
least,  have  found  no  trace  of  numbers  14,  15,  16  and  18,  coming  to 
Cleveland.   Please  forgive  the  typing,  which  dates  back  to  an  early 
translation  when  wind  of  the  document  first  came  to  hand.   You  will  note 
from  the  document  that  Simson  Thorman  is  noted  as  already  being  in 
America.   As  you  mentioned,  he  married  Regina  Klein,  and  we  here  assume 
that  the  wedding  took  place  in  Cleveland  some  time  in  the  latter  part  ot 
1839  when  the  llnsleben  group  arrived. 

I  have  talked  to  Meredith  Colket  about  reimbursing  you  for  your  travel 
expenses,  which  we  will  do  as  soon  as  he  sends  us  the  bill.   Thank  you 
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fine  feature  on  you  in  the  New  York  Tunes.
